An Act further to amend the Indian Penal Code. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twelfth Year of the Repub¬ 
lic of India as follows: — 

1. This Act may be called the Indian Penal Code (Amendment) Short title

3. In section 295A of the Code,— 

(a) for the words “by words, either spoken or written, or 
by visible representations”, the words “by words, either spoken 
or written, or by signs or by visible representations or other¬ 
wise” shall be substituted; 

(b) for the words “two years”, the words “three years” 
shall be substituted. 

4. In section 505 of the Code, for the words “two years”, the 
words “three years” shall be substituted.
